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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is responsive to communications filed on July 8, 2005. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 19-26 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims are considered allowable when reading the claims in light of the 
specification, none of the references of record alone or in combination disclose or 
suggest the combination limitations specified in the independent claims including a 
method and apparatus for determining a currently used bandwidth on a connection on 
which countable information carrying units are transported, comprising the steps of 
repetitively measuring a duration ET of an arrival period during which a predetermined 
number of the units arrives at a certain point of connection, the arrival period ending at a 
point of time TS, storing the most recent duration ET and the most recent TS. The 
currently used bandwidth at a current point of time GT is determined by dividing the 
predetermined number M by the stored most recent ET if and only if the stored most 
recent TS is not more than a predetermined threshold time interval (THR) before the 
current point of time GT. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
